The note, understood to have gone 


to Great Britain, France, Japan and 
possiblp Italy, is the first formal state- 
ment of tbe position of the Harding 
administration on the entire mandate 
question. Its dispatch comes as a 
natural climax to the recent authori- 
tative pronouncement that the United 
States will insist on the recognition 
of the rights and interests of Ameri- 
ca in the territories and resources ren- 
dered as the result of the war. 
Dispatch of the nobs also follows 
^correspondence by the Wilson admin- 


istration with the principal allied pow- 
ers in which this government sought 
to protect American interests. 


Makes Two Points 


The- present note is understood to 


deal specifically with these two points 
in controversy between the United 
Rates and the allied powers- 


1—The stand of the United States 
that the island of Tap, important ca- 
ble point in the Pacific ocean, should 
not be included to the Japanese man 
date over the former German islands 
north of the equator.

France, more anxious at the pres- 


ent moment to have the moral help 
of the United States than anything 
else, has made the first move. She 


ows that the Harding administra- 


tion is disinclined to ratify the Ver- 
sailles treaty. She doubted it for a 
while but the reports of former Pre- 
mier Viviani after his talks with 
members of the United States senate 
nave caused the French to abandon 
for the time at least all talk of the 
league of the treaty and concentrate 
on regaining- America's moral help 
alongside France in the controversy 
with Germany over the payment of 
reparations. 
Increase in Strength 


Meanwhile President Harding: and 


Secretary Hughes observes the dis- 
integration of allied unity, sit quietly 
in "Washington exerting the moral in- 
fluence of the United States along 
broad and general lines without spe- 
cific obligation or pledge. There is. 
moreover, no abatement of the policy 
begun by Secretary Colby in the clos- 
ing days of the Wilson administration 
whereby the United States seeks to 
preserve all the rights and privileges 
contained in the treaty of Versailles 
without ratifying that document. 


Slowly the Harding-Hughes policy 


is crystallizing into an independent 
force in the world and is strengthened 
largely through the breaking down 
of the allied solidarity which if em- 
ployed as a unit might have embar- 
rassed the Harding administration, 
but which when disintep^-ated plays 
directly into the hands of the Ameri- 
can chief executive and his astute 
secretary of state.

tho newspapermen Tuesday, HanBng

WHO ARE AMERICANS? 


Have we an America in a truly national 


sense, or only a collection of contending 
foreign-sympathy groaps? Such a ques- 
tion is inevitably suggested by what we 
too often read and hear. The recent pa- 
triotic meeting in Madison Square Gar- 
den to protest against foreign propagan- 
da, and reassert the country's ideals in 
connection with the world war and its 
after conditions, was supposed to be ''all- 
American," and it seemed to be, the 
American Legion being its chief moving 
spirit. 
But according to the Gaelic 


American, a New York publication, it 
was paid for by British gold and all its 
speakers were hired tools of the British. 


It appears from this publication that 


Mr. Littleton, for example, "is an Anglo- 
maniac because England helped the Sou- 
thern Confederacy." that '""General Per- 
shing :s speech was in some respects worse 
than Mr. Littleton's." that "the whole 
spirit of the meeting was un-American," 
that the officers of the American Legion 
"have become open agents of England,'-' 
and that "the name of the organization 
should be changed to Anglomaniac Le- 
gion." In other words, those who think 
they are the real Americans are not Ameri- • 
cans at all, for only loyal Sinn Ferners 
have a right to be so called. Altogether 
of a piece with this have long been the ut- 
terances of that part of the ''German- 
American" press represented by George 
Sylvester Viereck whose paper was for- 
merly and should still be entitled The 
Fatherland. In the view of the journal- 
istic gentry of this class, though their ut- 
terances are sometimes veiled, the only in- 
terests of any account are th'fe interests of 
Germany, and the only American worthy 
of the name is either a person of German 
blood or a pronounced friend of Germany. 


Justice Daniel F. Cohalan of New York 


is quoted as saying recently: "The time 
has' come when we should put an end to, 
the invasion of OUT country by propagan- 
dists of all kinds. Not a ship lands from 
England or iFrsnee that is not loaded down 
•with, people who are coming here to en- 
idanger our interests and to work more or 
lesStopenly against onr ideals. We should 
tolerate no longer these attempts in the 
name of America to. divide our people into 
groups and factions and to break down 
the solidarity which is necessary to our 
safety and defense." 


The Irish in this comrtry are so assured 


ithat the true American attitude is and 
must be an Irish aftitn.de, that the Gaelic 
[American even. Tentores the assertion that- 
tthe views expressed by General Pershing 
land other speakers at the Madison Square 
Garden, meeting do not represent "one 
per cent of the population*' of this cou- 
try. Speaking for the German-sympathy 
group last year, George Sylvester Viereek 
(said the thing to do "was to elect a political 
party and then "run it." This is recalled 
merely in order to add that if real Ameri- 
cans do not want our foreign-sympathy 
groups to get 'this conntry into trouble 
abroad as well as at home they will have to 
hcstire themselves. It is impossible of 
course, to expect that there shall not be 
sympathy in this country for various old 
•world nationalities which may be fighting 
for liberty or are in historic difficulties. 
.This is natural because of the humanita- 
rian spirit which is a characteristic of the 
American 
nation. 
Nevertheless, 
we 


should not allow these sympathies to carry 
us to the extent of injecting them into our 
politics or our international policies, or of 
dividing us at home along racial lines. 


GORKY TAKES A HAND 


More than once the might of the pen has 


preceded the might of the sword in Russia. 
Again the pen has moved in Russia and 
so man, least of all one who is not Russian, 
lean forecast the result. 


Count Leo Tolstoy won the confidence of 


the Russian peasantry. He wore their 
•mock, talked their language and was 
"on* of them." His religious doctrine of 


non-resistance to evil, wrapped as he 
shrewdly wrapped it, iu subtle mysticism, 
brought thousands of converts. 


Now comes Maxim Gorky. Gorky is a 


novelist. His word is respected in Russia. 
The peasants believe him. He has written 
"Reminiscences of Tolstoy," with whom 
he was intimate for many years. His tale 
bears the mark of truth. He declares in 
almost as many words that Tolstoy was 
an intellectual faker. 
He says almost 


bluntly that the count had no faith in 
what he preached. 


AVhat will the Russian peasant do? His 


faith in Russia—not the established gov- 
ernment—but in Russia herself—has been 
sadly shaken by the revolution and revolt. 
"\Vhat will come now when faith in the 
great Tolstoy is shaken too? 


Turgeneiff's -"Fathers and Sons" laid 


the groundwork for the first revolution. 
It was Andreyev's "Red Laugh'' that 
broke the backbone of the Russian army 
in the war with Japan. What will Gor- 
kv's revelation of Tolstov do in Russia" 


FOR SAF£R SCHOOLS 


The report just made by the national 


committee for Chamber of Commerce co- 
operation with the public schools on a sur- 
vey conducted by the American City Bu- 
reau, ought to be far from reassuring to 
the parents of children in public schools. 
The committee is headed by George D. 
Strayer of the Teachers' College of Colum- 
bia university. 


This report indicates that in 429 cities 


of the United States tens of thousands are 
attending school in firetraps. and that hun- 
dreds of thousands are compelled to at- 
tend half-time or in makeshift, insanitary 
buildings. Passing the problems of play- 
ground room, which in some cases is lim- 
ited to a space of six by sis feet for a pu- 
pil and in others none at all. the question 
of fire hazard, seems vital. 


Of all the buildings in these cities, "on- 


ly five per cent are of the type of construc- 
tion usually called fireproof:" 25 per cent 
of the two poorest types of school build- 
ings included in the survey are of two or 
more stories and without fire escapes: 39 
per cent of these two types have no fire 
extinguishers and less than 10 per cent 
have automatic extinguishers in any part 
of the buildings: only 11 per cent have 
automatic fire alarms. One-half of the 
present day schools were built prior to 
1897. In view of these conditions when 
are we to have the next school tragedy? 


It seems that a real menace exists. How 


about Appleton? Are our public school 
children amply protected in case of fire? 
Constant fire drills by pupils, automatic 
sprinkler equipment, hand grenades in 
every room, and automatic fire alarms 
would greatly reduce the fire hazard ev«n 
in buildings that are not of the latest fire- 
proof construction. 


LAND VALUES • 


The value of farm land during the past 


year decreased seven per cent, according 
to the department of agriculture. Here is

The drop in farm land values has been 


greatest in southern states—22 per cent 
in Georgia and 24 per cent in Kentucky. 
This is due to the cotton and tobacco sit- 
uation. Iowa has the highest-priced farm 
land, averaging $200 an acre, compared 
with $219 a year ago. The lowest rate 
of decline was in western states. Califor- 
nia. Oregon and Colorado even showed 
an increase. 


Farm land values, however, are higher 


now than in any year up to 1920. The 
slump is dne to the heavy decline in pric- 
es of farm products. Whether the slump 
will continue during the next few years, 
depends on the selling price of farm prod- 
ucts. Probably the depreciation is only 
temporary. As for city land, it is subject 
to the same economic laws as farm land. 


Land may decline in value as measured 


by dollars in line with general lowering 
of cost of living, but the owner doesn't 
really lose, for his dollars will buy more.

ARE RAW ONIONS GOOD TO EAT? 


Besides wearing bags of noisome stuff such as 


asafetida. camphor or iodofonn, on one's chest, al 
most any ignorant, superstitious old granny wil 
assure you, it is a simple matter to keep off germs 
by eating freely of raw onions. There is usually a 
grain of truth underlying "these ridiculous supcrsti 
tions of tho uneducated, just enough of truth to 
found a huge edifice of pure fancy on. Whereas an 
intelligent mind adds two and two to make four, an 
illiterate can just as well make sis or nineteen of it 


In a recent issue of "Munchener Medizinische 


Wochensehrift published in Munich, ~E. Witbranc 
gives the result* of some interesting experiments he 
has been conducting to determine the value of on 
ions in the diet. I greatly regret to report that Wil 
ijrand has found that when we eat raw onion the 
digestive process in the stomach is greatly retarded 
But I'm not going to stop eating 'em for any such 
trivial reason as that. 


Along with the retardation of digestion in the 


stomach it appears that there is a marked increase 
n the acidity of the gastric juice secreted. 
Take 


this for what it is worth to you. As for me, I'm 
glad my gastric juice is acid, and I don't mind the 
ncrease. With the increased acidity, Wilbrand ob 
serves also an augmentation in the amount of gas- 
Tic juice secreted under the stimulus of raw on- 
ons. and these effects continue for a considerable 
period after ingesting the onions. 


Wilbrand is no pessimist. That's why I quote 


his observations here. He extols the raw onion as 
i blessing. As such I eat it. SThen one eats raw 
onion one's food is subjected to more thorough and 
prolonged digestion in the stomach, so that probably 
no morsel escapes contact with the acid of the gas- 
ric juice, which acid is the natural germicide which 
>rotects a healthy individual from disease germs 
^-allowed with food. 
Raw onion must therefore 


ie considered a prophylactic against intestinal dis- 
ases of bacterial origin. Typhoid fever is one such 
disease, though I certainly do not advise any one 
o use raw onions rather than the typhoid bacterin 
rophylaxis when in danger of exposure to typhoid 
nfpction. 


For like reason raw onions should be used freely 
or their indirect antiseptic effect in cases of in- 
estinal disease; in which cases they also do good 
>y favoring more thorough digestion of food before 
t leaves the stomach, and thus giving the intes- 
ine needed rest from unnecessary work. 


Raw onions should be a favorite relish of persons 
ctually (not in imagination merely) suffering from 
ntestinal putrefaction and excessive fermentation. 


Only those with hyperacidity of the gastric juice 
hould avoid raw onions.

age postoffices with amazing prodigal 
ty, and scrimps on appropriations for 
education and public health. It pays 
out immense sums in war pensions, 
but makes no provision for its saperan 
nuated civil employes. According to 
he bankers, no European nation would 
support 
such a slipshod 
financial 


system. 


And our national waste is faithfully 


mitated by the individual. The ma- 
ority of American homes have no bud- 
get systems. Household expenses are 
regulated by the whims of the family, 
and thfr bills are considered afterward 
—usually, long afterward. Very little 
•reparation is made for the hazards of 
he future. The uneducated immigrant 
who dwells so numerously in our midst 
generally exhibits much greater skill 
n spending and saving his earnings 
ban does the American-born citizen. 
Thousands of the former class return 
o Europe every year, with small for- 
unes to ease their declining years, 
while thousands of the latter enter 
:omes for tho indigent. 
The following statistics, quoted from 


a publication of the American Bank- 
rs association, show how pitifully few 
.mericans ever achieve a well-provided 
or old age: 


Your Chance of Success. 


"At the age of 25 we find in this 


:ountry 100 men are all strong and 
igorous. They have started life physi- 
<ally fit and on a plane of equality. 


"Ten years later, 10 are wealthy, 10 


are in fair circumstances, 40 have mod- 
irate means, while 35 have saved 
nothing. 


'At the age of 45, the number of 


wealthy persons has fallen to 3, 65 are 
merely supporting themselves, while 
6 hax'e passed into the discard. They 
re no longer self-supporting. 
"At the age of 55, 20 men have died, 
nly one is very wealthy, only 6 are 
elf-supporting, while 64 are depend- 
nt upon their children, upon relatives, 
r upon charity for support. 
"At the age of 75, note what has 
:appened: 63 are dead; of these 60 left

hildren, or charity for support; 95 
er cent of these will not have suf- 
cient moans to pay their funeral 
ills." 
"One of the reasons why Americans 
re less thrifty than Europeans is that 
bey have been nourished on an old- 
ashioned and no longer practical 
tieory—the theory that this country 
ossesses boundless resources, that 
iiere is plenty for everybody, that to 
veryone comes the opportunity to be 
ealthy. This may have been true in 
he old days when the population was 
hinly scattered over only a small por- 
ion of the land, and a virgin wilder- 
ess remained for those who would 
laim it. Then, perhaps, it was only 
atural that the term thrift should be 


ignomlniously associated with par 
simony, stinginess and miserliness. 


But today conditions are obviousl 


different. We have a tremendous pop 
ulation in proportion to which our re 
sources do not seem so infinite! 
boundless. 
Furthermore, these re 


sources, as the bankers have shown 
are now controlled by a few—the 3 pe 
cent who are well to dq—and oppor 
tunities for the rest have become lim 
ited. Thrift may now be said to b 
an unrecognised necessity. 


The bankers, however, are now do 


ing what they can to see that it i 
recognized. 
They are endeavoring tc 


have thrift courses introduced into the 
public schools; they are attempting by 
circulars and by personal advice, tc 
introduce the budget system, into thi 
American home, and they are putting 
out some worthy propaganda concern 
jng the advisability of caution in spend 
ing money and making investments.

Spend Wisely. 


Nevertheless, their arguments In 


favor of thrift are sound and remark 
ably unbiased. They point out, as has 
been said before, that thrift does nol 
mean saving money so much as it 
means spending it wisely. They do 
not applaud saving at the expense of 
health or education or other necessi 
ties for the development of the indi- 
vidual. "Th* weekly wage, properly 
spent is thrift," they say, "even though 
not a penny may have been put into 
a savings account or into the pur- 
chase *ot a. home. 


"The thrifty person wffl spend his 


ncome to meet certain definite needs 
hi about the following order: 
"First, he will provMe for himself 


and his family the necessities of life 
and such comforts and luxuries as
